PiTTSnunoir, Pa., Aug. 10.— Yesterday 


afternoon tho ad»l»ory board ol the 
Amalgamated association mot and or- 
gunizcd to consider the attitude to bo 
adopted by tho association in the pres- 
ent lubor troubles. The board expects 
to spend the remainder of this week in 
deliberation over this matter. 


Tho point at which the association 


Intends to try to make iU most effec- 
tive light is at Homestead. The ad- 
visory committee Intends to devtao 
means by which they can further em- 
barrasa the company in Its attempt to 
•tart the mills nonunion. They have a 
scheme on hand which they think will 
effectively hinder tho company's plans. 
This is the idea which President Oom- 
pers of tho American Federation of 
Labor has outlined In the United Press 
dispatches. The point now under con- 
sideration by the board Is to endeavor 
to secure the aid of tho Brotherhood of 
Engineers, the Switchmen's associa- 
tion and other railroad organizations 
with a view to effectually stop the 
shipment of all material to or from 
any of tho Carnegie works. If this 
plan Is put Into operation, together 
with the boycott that the American 
Federation will adopt, the workmen 
will have a power at hand, the like of 
which has never been wielded by any 
labor organization 
In the country. 


Ulth«-rto it has been tried, but never 
successfully, because of a want of co- 
operation. But as the Homestead flght 
is considered by the laboring class as 
one of the most vital Interest to them 
since labor has been organized. It la 
likely that the plan may meet with suc- 
cess, and that a fight, new In all Its 
phases, may be commenced.

the American Federation of Labor.

A prominent commission man said

reiue as painful to horses and productive 
ot diseases. They mention paralysis of 
the innsolos of tho face, megrims, apo- 
plexy, omno and inllummation, as some 
of the results ol its use. Tbe over check- 
rein will often canso a horee to become, 
knee-sprung. It destroys the delicate 
sensitiveness to the bit which is most 
desirable in guiding a horse. Dr. Kitoh- 
ing, a noted authority, says: "It n horse 
pulling a load has his head held jn by a 
check-rein he oaunot throw his weight 
into his collar and ia hindered from 
giving his body that position whioh 
is most natural and 
effective." 
He 


goes on to speak of the consequent strain 
ot his limbs and muscles, and the injury 
caused by the constrained position ot 
the head, whereby the breathing and cir- 
culation are affected and the horse made 
restless, irritated 
and uncomfortable, 
lie says: "The oheok-rein inllicts nnceac- 
iug torture upon the animal in another 
way. 
By holding the head upward it 


puts the muscles of the neck in a con- 
stant strain. They become painfully un- 
easy and tired. 
It the horse cannot 


stand it he rests tho weight ot his head 
upon the ruin, and his month ie violently 
stretched. Thus he only exchangee one 
torment for another. To sum up in a 
word, the check-rein lessens u horse's 
strength, bringfi on disease, keeps him in 
pain, frets and injures his month and 
spoils his temper."
